The stunt will prove 
particularly effective in cities where a vehicle like this will 
indeed be an unusual sight.

: you'll like it. Have them sing 
; some good old-fashioned tunes 
like “On the Banks of the Wa- 
bash,” “Down by the Old Mill 


Stream,” etc. 

In addition to a sign plug- 
ging the picture and your the- 
atre name, other placards can 
invite folks to climb aboard for 
a ride to the theatre. 


PROMOTE A BARN DANCE 


One of the most entertaining sequences of “Freckles 
Comes Home” is a barn dance, which provides a swell 
opportunity to tie in with local fraternal organizations or 
high school or collegiate groups for a good old-fashioned 
barn dance. Get together with the entertainment committee 
of one of these groups and work out a whole evening's 
program, starting, of course, with everybody attending 
your theatre in their barn dance costumes.

Have 
the ushers dress in overalls and straw hats. Raffle off chickens, 
preserves, knit goods, etc. Use some song slides of the kind of 
tunes that fit in with the rustic atmosphere. Have a fiddling 
contest and maybe a hog-calling contest. Go rustic in a big 
way and the folks will love it. 


If you want to, you should find no difficulty in selling this 
“country” show to some wemen’s organizations for a benefit. 
They’d get a share of the receipts and could sell raffle tickets 
on the items mentioned above. The prizes would be all home- 
made and provided by club members.

Smart showmen know that the trailer is the keystone of a 
theatre’s merchandising campaign. After all, the trailer is a 
“sample” of what you're asking the moviegoers to buy. If the 
“sample” doesn't please, its going to be tough for you to get 
them in. That’s why its important to run the very best trailer 
available. That means the only one with actual scenes from 
the picture, the only one supervised by the Monogram adver- 
tising department —the National Screen Service trailer! The 
prevue on Freckles” is a pip. Be sure to run it! 


STAGE A ‘‘FRECKLES CONTEST’ 


The title is your cue for a stunt that 
will garner lots of laughs and plenty 
of newspaper space.
